We should spend at least some of our time on that day 
considering what it means. For the Day is far more than 
just another holiday from work.

for men and women to strew flowers over the graves of 


Civil War days, this Day was set aside 


loved ones or to otherwise decorate their oTaves, The 
Day was set aside, too, for sober reflection; for remember- 
ing all those who gave their lives in the service of their 
country; for recalling to mind the loved ones who had 
passed on. 

It almost seems, in recent years, that we don’t bother 
about these things any more. It appears that most men and 
women prefer to treat the Day as a bonus vacation — a 
chance to hold the season’s first picnic or some other 
activity. And nowhere, it seems, do these men and women 
allow a little time to commemorate those who paid a large 
price for the freedom we now cherish. 

Perhaps a few minutes, out of the Day should be spent 
thinking about the sacrifices of others when the country 
demanded them. We might all profit from this reflection, 
during this special Day set aside for the purpose so many 
years ago.
